By making the an- 
nouncement the governor instantan- 
eously changes himself from a mys- 
tery to ,& menace to the Taft follow- 
ers, ,and opens up the prospect of t!i3 
bitterest kind of a battle in the Em- 
pire state. The fead between the war 
minister and Senator Foraker in Ohio 
dwindled into very small proportions 
in comparison, for if the fight siiould 
be carried to a finish between the 
Koosevelt-Taft forces and the Hughes 
hosts, it is not at all unlikely that 
the Democrats will sweep the state, 
and possibly the nation.

A largo quan- 
tity is a positive disadvantage, for it is 
less rapidly absorbed and only distends 
the stomach. Thcu it should be gi\eu 
without sugar or milk, pare cafe noir. 
It should be given on an empty stom- 
ach, for when taken on n full stomach 
it often docs harm by putting a stop to 
the process of digestion.

CAR 
OF SKIRTS. 


How to Clean, Press and Lay Them 


Away Properly. 


Here is a practical plan for cleaning 


and pressing skirts, says the- New 
York American: Brush them first, then 
whisk off with a clean brush damp- 
ened in ammonia and warm water. 


Any stain can be removed if rubbed 


out 'at once with a mixture of equal 
parts of ammonia, alcohol and water. 
After the skirt is thoroughly cleaned, 
brushed and dried lay it on the press- 
ing table or board, pin each plait down 
in the proper fold, cover the skirt with 
a piece of dark woolen goods which 
has been previously dampened and 
then press. 


To remove dust from silk skirts do 


not use a brush, but wipe them with a 
piece of velveteen, which will not wear 
the silk and will remove the dust very 
much more satisfactorily than a brush. 


Silk or ruffled skirts should be fitted 


out with tapes sewed on the lower 
ruffles, by which they may be hung 
upside down. This prevents the skirt 
from sagging and the ruffles from 
drooping. 


Gowns of delicate material should be 


put away in long boxes or drawers, 
each skirt being folded in plaits, into 
which it should fall when being worn. 
The bodices should be stuffed with 
tissue paper; also the sleeves and 
trimmings filled out with the paper. 


Wash frocks should always be put 


away in trunks, boxes or drawers, 
whether they have been worn or not, 
for in hanging they grow stringy, are 
more easily affected by dampness and 
lose their freshness before they are 
worn.

According to 
the figures prepared 
by 
the local 


sfcatisxician, based 
upon population, 


the per capita savings in building as- 
sociations in Ohio is $29.12, while 
that in Maine is but $4.94, and that 
in Kansas only $4.79. This is cited 
as one of the many cases of misrepre- 
sentation used by the friends of the 
Rose bill to influence votes in its fa- 
vor.

P William, Jennings Bryan never 


becomes president of the United 
States It will not be due to lack of 
perseverance. 
He is surely the 


most persevering presidential candi- 
date that ever came down the political 
pike. It Is not related of him that, like 
Robert Bruce, he got his "if at first you 
don't succeed try, try again" ideas from 
watching a'spider. Mr. Bryan "needs 
DO such' extraneous helps. He has a 
wellsprlng of persistence within him 
as'big as/a mountain freshet in June. 
He believes the American people want 
him for chief magistrate, and if they 
don't get him it will uot be through 
lack of opportunity. Mere defeats will 
never prevent him from giving the de- 


,,luded voters still another chance to 


retrieve their past mistakes and de- 
part from the error of their ways. It 
•will not be his fault if they still re- 
fuse to be saved from their political 
sins. 


It has been reported from various 


points at which the Nebraskan has re- 
cently spoken that be believes not only 
that he will be renominated this year, 
but that1 he-will be. elected. At Dan- 
ville, 111., he stated this conviction in 
substance and gave it .out that his op- 
ponent would be your Uucle Joe Can- 
non, who walks the streets of Dan- 
ville when he is not treading on the 
necks of prostrate congressmen. If the 
prediction proves true, this land of the 


- free and home of the trusts is in for 
the most spectacular, oratorical and 
gesticulatory campaign in the history 
of-the world. 


Mr. Bryan has accused President 


Jloosevelt of stealing his clothes, but 
he would have no complaint of that 
sort to make of Speaker Cauuou if 


Bryan of Nebraska, not of Florida, 
has about the most charming person- 
ality of any public man In America. 
Magnetic, witty, transparently sin- 
cere, without a grain of malice in his 
makeup, unpretentious and democrat- 
ic, never giving way to anger and 
withal absolutely clean in his private 
and public life, he is as a man an 
honor to that Americanism of which 
he is so typical a product. One of the 
most admirable things about him is 
that he meets defeat without bitter- 
ness and bears abuse without resent- 
ment It is the same quality in him 
that makes him so thoroughly enjoy a 
joke at his own expense. 
, This Bryan—the man apart from the 
politician—enjoys the esteem of all 
Americans. Even when they abuse his 
policies or ridicule his "paramount" 
issues they yet feel a certain secret 
pride in his genius and his character. 
Fortunately- mere party lines mean 
less and less in this country and man- 
hood means more and more. Bryan 
has manhood, and of a high type at 
that, a fact which all other real men 
are ready cheerfully to affirm. Wheth- 
er he is ever president, or not he has 
•won a place in the world's heart. Aft- 
er all, that may be a better and more 
enduring title to fame than the holding 
of any office whatsoever. 


The Orator of Lincoln. 


Bryan's . enemies—and they are al- 


most wholly political, not personal- 
charge that he is superficial; that 
he talks too much; that he runs for 
office too often. They alliteratively al- 
lude to him as the peerless, the peri- 
patetic and the perennial. But they 
never have said that he lacks sincer- 
ity, candor or honesty. They assert he

The sage of Danville would be so busy 
trying to get his opponent's scalp that 
he would have no time to bother about 
tbe Bryan wardrobe. Speaking of the 
theft of the Commoner's garments, it 
may explain one thing. .The celebrated 
alpaca coat in \rhicli the "cross of 
gold" speecb was made, and which con- 
stituted the most notable part of the 
Nebraskan's armor during "the first 
battle," has not been seen for many 
years. Was that also made away with 
during the president's sartorial raid? 


Tom Watson says that even if Bry- 


an's political duds were stolen it is 
but a case of tbe biter bitten, as tbe 
peerless had already purloined them 
from the Populists. Watson, however, 
has a Jbabit of rubbing salt into the 
•wounds of his former comrade ia arms. 


A Result of His Tour. 


Since his tour around the world Wil- 


liam J. Bryan is one of tbe four most 
celebrated Americans, the other three 
being Theodore Roosevelt, Mark Twain 
and John D. Rockefeller. Roosevelt is 
famous for what be does. Twain for 
what he says, Rockefeller for what lie 
has and Bryan for what be tried to 
get -and didn't 
The country only 


Trisbes that tlie JCebraskan's title to 
distinction also applied to John D.; but 
so far as» known, the o33 king sever at- 
tempted to ^et^nything and failed, ex- 
cept hair. Rockefeller may find It dif- 
ficult to coant bis dollars, but he has 
no such trouble in numbering the hairs 
on fals head. This of course applies j 
to hairs made by nature tmd mi by 
tbe •wJgmaker.

Aside from all badinage. William 3 


is a failure at everything he ever un- 
dertook, but he certainly is not a fail- 
ure in gainingf-the affectionate regards 
of millions of his own countrymen and 
other millions the world around. Meas- 
ured merely by the world's standards 
of winning place or dollars, most phi- 
losophers and orators—and all poets— 
have been failures. Yet they shaped 
the thoughts and gladdened tbe hearts 
of the ages. Bryan may not quite 
measure up to tbe school of the penni- 
less immortals, for one thing because 
he is far from being penniless himself, 
yet he has some of the qualities that 
wear well with the future. Liberty, 
democracy, righteousness, are waxing, 
not wsning, and Bryan has never fail- 
ed to strike these chords. Peace and 
brotherhood are very endurable senti- 
ments, and he has lost no opportunity 
to extol both. The doctrines of the 
gentie JCazarcne are about the most 
permanent things' in this world, and 
the Xebrsskan's voice lias never been 
silent in their praise. Tbe "man above 
the dollar" slogr.n is bound to gro%v 
more popular as the world becomes 
more huniauiJarinn, and the orator of 
Lincoln hns seldom neglected to lift 
his voice in that behalf. 


Not a Sidestepper. 


There is little heard any more of 


Bryan be!ng a demagogue, 
Ameri- 


cans are fnir minded, and they have 
seen that charge to *>e untrue.

Whatever Bryan may 3*>, the world j 


now knows that lie is cot « 


gogue. That term does not go with 
his makeup. lie may b« a bit theatric, 
be muy liko to keep in the limelight, 
he may even be something of an un- 
conscious poseur, but be must at least 
be given credit for believing what he 
su.ys. As for the taunt that be is su- 
perficial, perhaps iuut may be said of 
all orators. It Is no more true of Mr. 
Bryan than of others. He has shown 
the ability to grasp fundamentals and 
to state'theni In an effective and sim- 
ple manner. He surely has the cour- 
age to say what he thinks, a virtue not 
possessed by all politicians. He is not 
afraid of the interviewer and never 
sidesteps an honest question. Nor has 
he that cheap and despicable habit 
found 'in some public men of talking 
for -publication arid then denying his 
statements, to the ruin of some poor 
scribe. Bryan has always been popu- 
"ar with newspaper men. Without re- 
gard to party, they have rated him at 
his worth, and their judgment is .by no 
means to be despised. Your average 
reporter is expert hi detecting shams— 
he meets so many of them. 


As for the accusation that Mr. Bryan 


runs for office too much, he could 
doubtless respond that the American 
people can get rid of this tendency by 
electing him, just as some girls free 
themselves from the importunities of 
a too ardent suitor by saying "Yes." 


An Early Title. 


Still another of the early characteriza- 


tions of "the Commoner" has gone out 
of fashion. He is no longer called the 
"Boy Orator of the Platte." One reason 
is that he does not live on the Platte, 
but on Salt creek, the suggestive name 
by which the stream that flows through 
Lincoln is known. A second cause of 
the change is that it is hard to refer 
to a man who has lost most of his hah? 
as juvenile. 


One more fond delusion regarding 


the Nebraskan hi likewise disappear- 
ing. He no longer Is regarded as ex- 
cessively radical. Bryan himself has 
always insisted that he is a conserva- 
tive and has often said that some day 
his opponents would be forced to coine 
to him' to save them from the actual 
radicals they themselves had reared 
up—not entirely a bad prophecy in the 
light of some recent events, for most 
of the people of this country have not 
only advanced to the ground occupied 
by Bryan, but some of them have gone 
far beyond him. 


There is one charge that the real 


radicals make against.Mr. Bryan with 
some consistency—that, despite his 
great will power and undoubted cour- 
age, he- has proved. vacillating. They 
aver, for example, that he changed 
front on his support of Parker and on 
the government ownership of rail- 
roads. They say he has had too many 
"paramount" issues, only to j;ast them 
aside wiien they appeared unpopular. 
Is this the Achilles heel that will prove 
his ultimate undoing? 


Congressman at Thirty. 


Mr. Bryan was bora the year of Lin- 


coln's first election,.I860...He was vale- 
dictorian of his college class, studied 
law with Lyman Trumbull, went to 
congress at the age of thirty, sprang 
into national fame by a speech oa the 
tariff and won his first uomination to 
the presidency at the age of thirty-six 
by a speech on free-silver. He has 
boc'n lawyer, editor, politician and lee: 
turer. Ouce be narrowly missed being 
a pteacher. and even now he says he 
would rather talk religion than poli- 
ties. He was even a baseball pitcher, 


i and a fairly good one. That was in his 


salad days, when he wore a beard to 
tuate him look oider. 


One of the notable characteristics of 


the Democratic leader is the lightning- 
like rapidity with which he makes de- 
cisions. He can say "No" as quickly 
and decisively as any man in public 
iii'e. K1s fighting nose and jaw and 
his wide, thin lipped rucuth are not 
false alarms. 
"Delight of the Chautauquas." 


Bryan's forms of recreation are farm- 


ing—by 
proxy—shooting ducks and 


making speeches. His regular occupa- 
tions are soliciting subscriptions for 
the Commoner and running for presi- 
dent He tells good stories and has a 
new stock from his trip around the 
world. As the Emperor Titus was 
called "the delight of mankind," Mr. 
Bryan could'-be called "the delight of 
the Chautauquas." 


Everybody knows; of course, about 


the Bryan country home. His farm on 
the outskirts of Lincoln is almost as 
famous as Horace's Sabine farm. The 
only difference is that Horace raised 
iroetry on his place, while Bryan raises 
"aristocratic'' bens. 


Bryan's great antetype in history 


was Brutus—both orators and both de- 
featedJ Both also wrote about their 
travels, but Brutus' stuff was so plati- 
tudinous and commonplace that it has 
not survived. 


Mrs. 
Bryan was a classmate of her 


husband, and to help him she studied 
law and was admitted to the bar. She 
is that rare and deligbtfui combina- 
tion, an intellectual woman wbo is 
thoroughly domestic. One of the beau- 
ties of American civilization is tbe 
ideal home lives of our public men. 
and in tliis regard Bryan is near the 
summit 


Tbis much can be said of William J. 


Bryan with trulh: He 3s actuaiJy a 
jrrcat man. He !s one of ibe first. If 
not the very first, of living orators. 
He is a potent moral forrc. He took 
advanced ground and has seen the 
country come to his priaciples. Those 
who are nearest to him know him to 
foe while all through— brilliant, seiaer- 
ons, kindly, niaaly sn<I JikaWo In every 
way. 


But, as to wbollier lie is ever to lie 


president or nol, that remains to be 
determined by faft». tbe Democratic 
part.v and tiif American electorate.

will not strike out wildly, else they 
miss their -mark and fail. There will 
of course be the usual number of ap- 
propriation bills passed and these 
will he a great part of the labor and 
will remain to the glory of the 60t3i 
Congress.
